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Town Counsel contract 


Fixed fee agreement likely 


WILMINGTON - It appears likely that for the 
first time since 2003, the town will have a fixed 
fee agreement for legal services. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Michael 
Newhouse was away from his office last week 
and the beginning of this week, but he believes 
that the town and its town counsel are well on 
the way to finalizing the deal put forth during 
its last meeting. 

“I've just returned to town and there have 
been some meaningful communication during 
this past week,” Newhouse said on Wednesday 
morning. “I would prefer not to offer an 


detailed information until the Board can 
regroup on Monday night (September 24th). I 
will say, however, that I'm extremely confidant 
that we'll finalize it by Monday.” 

The town has struggled with escalating legal 
costs since 2003 when the Board of Selectmen 
voted to abandon its long held practice of pay- 
ing a fixed amount per year for it's legal ser- 
vices. 

In December 2003, Town Counsel Paul 
DeRensis, of the law firm Deutsch Williams, 
told selectmen that the agreed upon compensa- 
tion of $132,800 per annum was resulting in a loss

DA alleges embezzlement of more than $100,000 by contractor

WILMINGTON - Three Wilmington business 
people, one man and two women, have been 
indicted by a Middlesex County Grand Jury fol- 
lowing a months-long investigation, according 
to Middlesex District Attorney Gerry Leone. 

A total of 36 indictments came down against 
Peter DeGennaro, Charlene Connors, and 
Donna Wayman for their connection with home 
building/home improvement services, 
DeGennaro and Connors were indicted for 
embezzlement by a fiduc’ (5 counts each), 
operation without a certificate of registration 


(2 counts each), abandonment or failure to per- 
form a project (5 counts each), advertisement 
without proper registration number (1 count 
each), failure to pay subcontractors (3 counts 
each), and larceny over $250 (1 count each) 
Wayman was indicted for abandonment or fail- 
ure to perform a project (1 count) and failure to 
pay subcontractors (1 count) 

Felony embezzlement charges are punishable 
by up to 10 years in state prison.

A long way from WHS 


Wilmington native spends summer teaching in Africa

NAMIBIA, AFRICA - Sixteen 
years after graduating from 
Wilmington Memorial High 
School, Kacy Soderquist found 
herself teaching in a classroom 
in a very rural part of Namibia, 
Africa. Armed with a BA in 
English from Regis College, a 
Masters in Education from 
UMass Boston, and 10 years of 
experience teaching high 
school English, the Lynnfield 
teacher found herself still a bit 
emotionally unprepared for the 
realities of the educational sys 
tem in Namibia. 

Soderquist's teaching place- 
ment was arranged by 
WorldTeach, an organization 
that works through Harvard's 
Center for International 
Development to place volun- 
teers all over the world depend 
ing upon the needs of each 
country. She was part of a pro- 
gram called Namibia Vision 
2030, which aims to have 


Namibia tech savvy by the yea 
2030. WorldTeach donated 30 
TV/VCR decoders and a bou 
quet of educational programs. 
The Namibian government 
chose 30 villages to receive 
them. Soderquist was one of 
the 30 volunteers chosen to 
deliver and install the equip- 
ment and also to teach the 
teachers to use the equipment 
and educational programs. 

The school in Talismanus is in 
the middle of a communal 
farming region. Since the kids 
live so far away, the school pro- 
vided simple dormitory style 
housing for the students and 
the volunteers. Soderquist had 
her own small room with a toi- 
let and a tub to boil water in 
She knows she was fortunate, as 
many volunteer placements did 
not have such luxurious accom- 
modations. Still, there were 
plenty of insects, no hot water, 
no grocery store, and no regu- 
lar transportation out of the vil- 


lage. There were no fruits, veg: 
etables or bottled water in the 
village. As it was four-and-a 
half hours to the nearest city, it 
was a whole day's journey to go 
grocery shopping. 

So what were her expecte 
going into this experien 

“I would say that going into 
this experience | hoped that I 
would be able to serve a popu 
lation of people who have his: 
torically been minimized,” 
Soderquist said. “As an educa 
tor, I firmly believe that life's 
greatest gift is education and 
that it is the key to personal 
growth, economic freedom, and 
understanding who you are as a 
person in your family, your 
community, and your world. ‘1 
wanted to share that gift.

Funding Overhaul 


BOSTON Joining with 
numerous other legislators tes- 
tifying before the Joint 
Committee on Education, 
Senate Assistant Minority 
Leader Bruce Tarr (R- 
Gloucester) called for a thor- 
ough study and overhaul of the 
state’s system of funding local 
public schools. 

“We need to take comprehen- 
sive action to address the dys- 
functional elements of the 
Chapter 70 formula,” said Tarr, 
referring to the formula by 
which the amounts of funding 
to be distributed to loc. al 
schools are 
added that “ 
and inadequacy have pers 
since the time the formula 
adopted.” 

In addition to calling for the 
overhaul to take place before 
the next state budget cycle, 
Tarr also voiced support for 
S.346 and S.379, two bills that he 
has co-sponsored. .$.346 would 
create a mechanism to analyze 


the current formula and devel- 
op a plan for changing it, while 
S.379 would establish a fund to 
address specific inequities 
between communities as a 
result of the Chapter 70 formu- 
la adopted in 1993. 

Tarr expressed optimism that 
progress could be made this 
year, based on recent changes 
made by the legislature. 
“Considering income on an 
equal basis with property value 
in determining a community's 
ability to pay, establishing a 
minimum state share of 17.5% 
(of local school budgets), and 
the Special Education Circuit 
Breaker are all important and 
significant steps, but now is the 
time for comprehensive action 
to ensure equity and adequacy,” 
said Tarr. 

The hearing encompassed 
some 25 bills relating to educa- 
tion financing, and involved 
testimony from a number of 
individuals, organizations and 
legislators.

It's dirt roads and lots of dust as

. think that there are more cattle, 

3 goats, and sheep than there are 
’ people! 

suthere were definite culture 
shock moments that I experi- 
enced in the school itself. On my 
first day, there were 4 teachers 
absent, and the staff is only 7 
large. There are no substitutes, 
so the "learners" are responsible 
for sitting quietly and doing their 
studies. While observing a class, 
I witnessed more shocking 
moments: the teacher telling the 
learner to "open your f***ing 
book man", pulling on the child's 
ear, throwing a book at a child, 
and pinching another one. 

‘What's really sad is that there 
have been these generous dona- 
tions of DStv, TV's, and VCR's, 
but there are no classroom sets of 
books! I've taken on teaching 4 
English classes, and I am enjoy- 
ing it very much! 

The kids and the people in the 
village are very interested in the 
only white person for hundreds of 
miles. In fact, a 4 yr. old boy 
cried with utter fear when he saw 

. Me the other day-he had never 

, Seen a white person before. I do 
feel very safe and welcomed by 
everyone in school and in the 
community.

have babies here like they are 
candy, and marriage doesn't nec- 
essarily need to be part of the 
deal.- In fact, it rarely is... 

.,.Enjoy your summer and the 
warmth! It is really, really cold 

, hefe....nothing near our winters, 
‘but it's not summer which my 
body is definitely upset about. 

July 19, 2007 

‘Hello all! I am happy to say 
‘that this report is much more 
positive and less filled with 
vereepy crawlers, The time has 
flown by, but I feel like I have 

;vaceomplished a lot and made 
Teally special connections with 
yp many of the kids. My mom sent 
ayer a box of old books that Litah 
, {9-year old niece) no longer 


é 


reads, so I have been using those 
to work with the grade 8 learners. 
They are only reading level 1 or 2, 
but they are books that they kids 
can actually understand and 
read, which is the point. You 
would be amazed at how excited 
these 15 year olds are over 
Franklin and Amelia Bedilia sto- 
Ties. 

We read together every day, and 
some of them are becoming 
courageous enough to read aloud 
in English. So great. We also 
have spelling bees every week, 
and many of them are motivated 
to win because they want the 
prizes (candy or chips) for 1st, 
2nd, or 3rd place. Two of the 
grade 8 girls came to my room at 
6:30 this morning to wish me a 
happy birthday, ‘which was so 
special. They are really, really 
sweet, and so much "younger" 
than the average American 
teenager. 

Unfortunately, that innocence 
doesn't last long, and by the time 
they reach grade 10, they are a bit 
less innocent, which is frighten- 
ing when you consider the per- 
centage of the population infected 
with AIDS (20%). That statistic 
is based on those who are brazen 
enough to actually be tested, and 
with the stigma attached to the 
disease; it is rare that people are 
So pro-active. 

We have spent the last two 
weeks doing activities and having 
very important discussions about 
HIV/AIDS, and there is a tremen- 
dous fear of being ostracized by 
family/friends/community if one 
is to test positive. As a result, 
people just don't get tested, but 
this doesn't stop them from doing 
things that put them at risk 

Because of the dangers of the 
disease, the teachers are permit- 
ted to have really frank discus- 
sions with the learners, and it has 
been an eye-opening two weeks 
worth of talking. At any rate, 
after having many of them origi- 
nally tell me that they would 
rather die/kill themselves than 
find out that they were HIV+, I 
have managed to convince many 
of them to go to the clinic and be 
tested. We have set up a schedule 
and will go in groups next week. 
I'm really thrilled and see this as 
an enormous stride. 

In contrast to the success I have 
had with the learners, I was, 
unfortunately, feeling somewhat 
defeated by the teachers. Their 
approach to education is beyond 
arcane for an American educator, 
and there is not much 'teaching' 
that actually goes on. Ordinarily, 
the teacher may or may not write 
some notes on the board at the 
beginning of the day so that s/he 
can enjoy his/her tea while the 
students sit in class and copy 
from the information on the 
board. A few of them pop in and 
out of the classroom to repri- 
mand those who are not doing 
their work, but that's about all 
that goes on. 

Needless to say, the idea of 
using educational TV programs 
to enhance their lesson plans is a 


concept that they see as futile 
and unnecessary as it would 
require great effort and prepara- 
tion on their parts... I can say 
with confidence that I believe 1 of 
the 7 teachers will use the equip- 
ment after I leave. I am told that 
this is progress, so I am trying to 
feel good about it 

My friend, Katuamba, took me 
to his cattle post last weekend 
where I saw him and others 
dehorn a calf and brand another. 
Quite an experience! 

August Ist 

I am back in Windhoek again 
having left my village for good. 
I'm having very mixed feelings 
about leaving as there are about 
10 kids who have nestled their 
ways into my heart making it a 
real challenge to leave them. 
However, I was moved to tears of 
disappointment and frustration 
this weekend because so many of 
the girls who have never said as 
much as hello to me piled into my 
room demanding that "Miss, you 
must give me something." They 
actually had the audacity to rifle 
through my things! It was very 
difficult for me not to show my 
heartache. 

I'm really angry at Oprah for 
setting such an unrealistic expec- 
tation of what "kids in Africa" 
want from Americans who are 
trying to help. At any rate, I am 
trying to focus on the positives 
and hope that there will be some 
continued good that comes from 
my time here. (End of e-mail 
journal entries) 


Soderquist describes her con- 
flicted feelings about her experi- 
ences with the educational sys- 
tem in Namibia: “I did come 
away with a feeling of gratitude 
for this amazing opportunity; 
however, there was equally as 
strong a feeling of frustration. I 
hesitate to even mention my dis- 
appointments as I fear it will only 
perpetuate people's deeply 
entrenched stereotypes about 
African culture, but I certainly 
did feel saddened for the realities 
of life in my village. 1 was sad to 
see that so many of the young 
girls are completely unaware of 
the growing opportunities that 
are available to them only four- 


and-a-half hours away in 
Windhoek.” 
While disappointed that a 


majority of the teachers are not 
likely to embrace the equipment, 
Soderquist is grateful that the one 
teacher who is likely to embrace 
the equipment is the principal of 
the school. 

“My hope is that his enthusiasm 
for this donation and its benefits 
will spread to the remaining 
teachers of the seven-member 
staff so that the kids can see that 
education and learning can be 
fun, exciting, and useful,” 
Soderquist said. “Change and 
progress are slow moving, and I 
can only cross my fingers and 
hope that my efforts made an 
impact and will be an impetus for 
change in the school where I 
worked.”

Soderquist has returned to the 
United States with a newfound 
perspective and a renewed appre- 
ciation for life. 

“I think it's so easy to get 
caught up in our day-to-day frus- 
trations and disappointments, 
and it's really important to be 
able to take a step back from that 
and see how fortunate and 
blessed we truly are,” Soderquist 
said. “What affected me most 
profoundly about all of the people 
I met was their genuine happi- 
ness. As much as they are suf- 
fering in poverty, they are truly 
at peace and possess a vibrant 
love of life that is infectious. In a 
country where more than 20 per- 
cent of the population is reported 
to be infected with AIDS - or sim- 
ply uninsured in the event that 
they need medical attention for 
some other illness - many people 
just ‘get sick and die.’ 
Confronted with death all around 
them, these kids have such 
strength and resilience.” 

“I want people to know that 
Namibia is a beautiful country in 
its landscape and its people,” 
Soderquist said. “Having gained 
its independence in 1991 after 
years of civil war, it is striving to 
make economic progress.

The 
Library hadn't planned on this 
and the renovations we were 
envisioning for the children's 
room was going to have to wait a 
year. Now that we have the grant, 
we can begin the project a year 
ahead of time.” 

‘The renovation will truly be a 
team effort as Idearc encourages 
their own employees to partici: 
pate in the renovations. In addi- 
tion to offering employees to 
paint, Ideare is also arranging 
for two of their graphic artists to 
design murals for the new space. 

Library employees will also be 
on hand to assist with the reorga- 
nization of materials, and the 
town's Public Buildings 
Department will be assisting by 
patching walls, replacing tiles of 
carpet and assisting with other 
tasks as needed. The project is 
expected to be completed before 
Thanksgiving, 

One of the murals will be a pond 
scene used to decorate the metal 


doors of a heating unit. The 
Friends of the Library have 
donated funds for a laminate 
machine to create animals such 
as frogs and ducks for the mural. 
The laminated animals will be 
attached to magnets so the chil- 
dren can use the unit as a cre- 
ative play space. 

The Friends have also provided 
funds through bookstore rev- 
enues, donations and member- 
ship dues for items such as new 
chairs and tables, and reuphol- 
stering a couch. In keeping with 
the theme, the wooden chairs will 
have animal shaped cutouts on 
the back. 

The Friends previously donated 
money to update the staff room 
and update the library's land- 
scaping 

“I year we donated funds to 
renovate the downstairs areas,” 
recalled Hayes. “Through our 
first annual appeal, we raised 
$15,000 for the 24/7 book and 
media return units which have 
been very popular. We also 
bought two new chairs and 
reupholstered chairs in the adult 
reading room.” 

“This year our annual appeal 
takes place in mid-November and 
we'll be sending a mailing out to 
residents asking for their sup- 
port,” said Hayes. “We're hoping 
that we raise at least $15,000 
again this year to help with the 
second phase of the children's 
room makeover. Our phase-two 
goal is to replace the large circu- 
lation desk, add computer work- 
stations as well as new tables, 
chairs and bookshel 

MacDonald, who oversees the 
children's room, couldn't be more 
pleased. She has been with the 
library since before it opened its 
doors in the current location over 
37 years ago. Prior to that, 
MacDonald worked at the old 
library space, which now serves 
as the town's Fourth of July 
Building, 

“I remember when we first 
opened in our new location back 
in 1968 or 1969. I walked into the 
library and it looked like the Taj 


Mahal. It was so much bigger 
and more modern than the old 
building,” said MacDonald. “But, 
over time, we've outgrown the 
area. We've used every bit of 
space, including old storage 
space, to display our collections. 
Now, with the renovations, we'll 
finally be able to get things up off 
the floor and make more space 
for seating.” 

“Because of the scope of the 
renovations, we've had to cancel 
some of our programs such as 
story time, but I really think peo- 
ple will find that it's been worth it 
in the end,” explained 
MacDonald. “We are focusing our 
efforts on this to make it a beau- 
tiful space for everyone to enjoy.

NEWBURYPORT - After his 
running backs accounted for 
299 yards on the ground leading 
the Wildcats to a 27-17 victory, 
Wilmington High Football 
coach Bob Almeida was very 
quick to point two glaring flaws 
after his team defeated 
Newburyport on the road 
Friday night to improve to 2-0. 
The first is the team’s offensive 
passing game which struggled, 
and the second is the team’s 
pass defense which gave up 117 
yards in the air, which allowed 
the Clippers to hang around in 
the game until the final buzzer. 

Senior Ernie Mello scored all 
four of the team’s touchdowns, 
while he rushed for 242 yards 
on the ground, giving up 377 
yards and 7 touchdowns in two 
games. Corey Groves added 41 
rushing yards and Steven 
Stewart grabbed 18. But on the 
flip side of that, the passing 
game only managed 35 yards 
on three passes - a 9-yard shuf- 
fle pass to Mello, and two 
receptions to Mike Manganelli, 
one on a terrific quick slant 
leading to a huge first down at 
the time. But that one big play 
didn’t happen enough. 

“We try to be a balanced 
(offensive) team,” said 
Almeida. “We want to be bal- 
anced, we tried to be balanced 
but we just weren't successful 
in our passing game tonight. 
We obviously were one dimen- 
sional tonight. But we were 
tremendous running the ball off 
tackle, we had the inside trap 
going with (fullback) Corey 
(Groves), we were pretty good 
on the toss (sweep) and we ran 
two counters that were big hit- 
ters, too. And then at the end of 
the game Steve Stewart did a 
nice job on the option. He ran 
the ball very well and we really 
couldn’t have done any better 
than it was. 

“The offensive line was great, 
Ernie was phenomenal, we 
were blocking down field and 
the reveivers were blocking 


down field. I was surprised that 
we were able to do that but I 
also thought we would be more 
successful in our passing 

On the other end of that, 
Wilmington’s secondary strug- 
gled for most of the night as 
they watched Clipper quarter- 
back Joe Clancy complete 12- 
of-23 passes for 164 yards which 
included two touchdown passes 
and all but two of the 12 com- 
pletions for at least 12 yards. 

“(The pass defense) was atro- 
cious,” said Almeida. “We did- 
n't do anything well in the pass- 
ing game. We didn’t defend the 
pass well at all. We got beat up 
top. We got beat underneath 
and we got beat on the screen 
game. They picked on us in 
every aspect and we were just 
bad, bad, bad in the pass 
defense tonight. We are capable 
of playing a lot better than 
that. 

But some of those problems 
came to the fine play of Clancy, 
who as a junior signal caller, 
threw a very nice ball. 

“I give a lot of credit to 
Newburyport,” said Almeida. 
“Their quarterback was phe- 
nomenal, he had good receivers 
and his tight end was really, 
really good. And they had a 
real good plan. I thought (head 
coach) Ed (Guaciano) and his 
staff had a really good game 
plan against us.” 

Wilmington scored on its 
opening drive thanks to the 
Ernie Mello show. He took the 
ball six times and gained 67 
yards including a 3-yard touch- 
down run giving the ‘Cats a 7-0 
lead after the PAT kick just 3:07 
into the contest. 

Later on in the first quarter, 
Newburyport strung together a 
successful drive of its, own.

Despite the strong play of 
Mello and the offensive line, 
Almeida didn’t expect a game 
like this one against a Cape 
Ann League small school oppo- 
nent. 

“We expected a tough game. 
We expected them to be very 
physical with us like they 
always are,” he said. “But they 
outskilled us tonight.”

Mello’s line: Two games,

NEWBURYPORT - Before 
the season started, Wilmington 
High senior captain Ernie 
Mello spoke about his liking for 
defense more than his liking for 
offense. On Friday night, you 
would have thought Mello was a 
four-year starting running back 
after rushing for 242 yards and 
scoring all four of the team’s 
touchdowns in the Wildcats 27- 
17 victory on the road at the 
Newburyport Stadium.

All of the salad 
dressings are very tasty, with a 
personal favorite being the pep- 
percorn ranch dressing or the 
house Italian dressing. 

Kitty’s is also known for the 
variety of foods on the menu.

Italian,” Birkmaier said, “The 
Italian recipes we use are very 
protected.

Foster, in a performance of 
quiet, devastating honesty 
takes hold of the movie, walking 
us through Erica's gradual 
transformation.

ll Crowe and Christian 
play, essentially, opposite 
numbers in James Mangold's 
("Walk the Line") update of the 
1957 film of the same name. 
Crowe plays notorious crimi- 
nal Ben Wade, who crosses 


paths with cattle rancher Dan 
Evans (Bale) after Wade and 
his gang rob a coach full of 
money. As 


Southern Pacific 
Dan and his sons 
afar, Wade proves himself to be 
the remorseless criminal of leg- 
end 

Crowe's killer is cerebral 
and seductive. Crowe plays 
Wade as slightly amused in gen- 
eral but fully engaged when 
addressing someone who inter- 
ests him, especially when that 
someone is female. 

When Wade ends up at Dan's 
ranch house, Dan's wife 
(Gretchen Mgl, whose old: 
school beauty suits the setting) 
quickly gets taken in. Dan's 
older boy (Logan Lerman, 
bursting with adolescent ener- 
gy) recognizes immediately 
that the criminal is a far more 
forceful presence than his dad. 

Nobody is all good or bad, 
and the spaces in between keep 
the ever-evolving relationship 
between Wade and Evans inter- 
esting. The rancher, a former 
Union sharpshooter who lost 
part of his leg in the war, needs 
money to save his ranch, so he 
joins the ragtag band of men 
accompanying Wade, after the 
criminal is captured, to the 
train that will take him to 
prison. 

Bale is instantly sympathet- 
ic, a visibly vulnerable guy who 
seems unable to catch a break. 
A drought has ravaged his land 
and he no longer can provide 
for his family. The angular Bale 
looks hungry, in sharp contrast 
to the full-faced Crowe. 

What follows is the pre- 
dictable parade of gunplay, 
along with some more intimate 
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acts of violence. The action is 
no more credible than a 1950s 
shoot-'em-up, but it's a lot more 
exciting (and occasionally dis- 
turbing). The film is beautifully 
shot, with vivid close-ups of 
wheeling horses and smoking 
six-guns. And the performances 
are top-notch, particularly the 
chemistry between the two 
stars as they move from guard- 
ed respect to macho rivalry to . 

well, no need to spoil the end- 
ing. 

It's all great fun, not to be 
taken too seriously - which 
would be fine, except that one 
gets the sense that this film 
wants to be taken seriously. 
With the exception of Bale's 
acting, however, everything in 
Yuma is an amped-up cliche. 

Even more over-the-top is 
Ben Foster as Wade's lieu- 
tenant, whose quick-draw skills 
would give Doe Holliday a 
scare.

“HALLOWEEN” 
GRADE: ** 

There are instances in Rob 
Zombie's prequel/remake of 
John Carpenter's Halloween 
where killer Michael Myers is 
compared to Frankenstein's 
monster. The idea that society 
made My nto the bogeyman 
isn’t necessarily a new one, but 
the challenge of looking at 10 
year-old Michael Myers (in a 
terrific performance by Daeg 
Faerch) as a real kid is by far 
the strongest stuff in Zombie's 
undertaking. 

Treated as garbage by his 
stepfather, sister and class- 
Myers’ instability is first 
revealed when he gives his pet 
rat a live dissection. The kid 
starts killing people, and 
they're not clean murders. 
Zombie registers the finality of 
death - letting us feel the weight 
of a human life being taken 
away. Once the film steps into a 
remake of the Carpenter film in 
's second half, it loses its seri- 
ousness. 

As soon as Michael Myers 
becomes a faceless evil killing 
force, Zombie wants to forget 
that he introduced him as a 
human. The setup feels like 
part of a separate movie. Even 
the filmmaking takes a hit 
When Rush's "Tom Sawyer" 
plays before a murder, Zombie 
doesn't build it to the expected 
melee of violence and classic 
rock that would have made the 
scene memorable, (An earlier 
moment of child Myers' dawn- 
ing apathy set to Nazareth's 
is fantastic.) 

There's an effort to update 
the story through the contempo- 
rary slang of the three teenage 
friends Myers' targets (played 
by Scout Taylor-Compton, 
Kristina Klebe, and series fan 
fave Danielle Harris) 

When portions of the film so 
closely resemble the original, 
you wonder why Zombie wanted 
to reinvent the wheel at all.

Guess what, 
Annie meets a hot guy, Harvard 
Hottie (Chris Evans) and a sti 
fled romance ensues, which 
raises another of the movie's 
conceits, the fact that Evans’ 
character couldn’t have a real 
name. Maybe this is the kind of 
stuff chicks find cute and 
appealing. 

Guess what, Mr X (Paul 
Giamatti) is having an affair. 
Make that several affairs. He’s 
an unlikable jerk. But, then, so 
is- Mrs. X, even though she’s 
faced with a loveless marriage 
and a faithless husband. With a 
little thought and a little more 
work, this could have been a 
commentary on self-indulgent 
parents, but it ends up being 
formulaic and the characters 
are superficial. 

Everyone did a pretty good 
job of acting, even though the 
Script is derivative and the 
directing uninspired. I like 
Johansson, but she doesn’t have 
much to work with here. 

“SUPERBAD” 

ADE: *** 

For pure laughs, for the 
experience of just sitting in a 
ehair and breaking up every 
minute or s uperbad" is 
2007's most successful comedy 
Other comedies - such as Judd 
Apatow's "Knocked — Up" 
(Apatow serves as producer on 
this one) have been more ambi- 
tious and in some ways more 
satisfying. But nothing 
onscreen this year has been as 
funny as this. This is laugh-out- 
loud stuff, a real giddy plea- 
sure. 

It's a high school comedy, 
and the humor is sometimes 
crude, but the impulse behind 


the humor isn't crude at all. 
Behind its bits, "Superbad" is 
loaded with genuine and truth- 
ful observations about what it's 
like to be a high school senior, 
to have the mind of an adult 
and the judgment of a toddler, 
to have tremendous longings 
and yet no power. 

"Superbad" captures the 
hardships of being that age and 
the magic, too - the way that 
one party can hold all the 
promise of the universe, or a 
single night can open up into a 
series of astounding adven- 
tures. It mainly deals with what 
it's like to be a guy that age, the 
embarrassing agonies, the stu- 
pidities and the ecstasies, But 
an unexpected virtue of 
"Superbad" is that it has sensi- 
tivity for the girls' point of view 
as well. 

Produced by Apatow, direct- 
ed by Greg Mottola ("The 
Daytrippers") and written by 
Seth Rogen ("Knocked Up") 
and Evan Goldberg, the movie 
was cast with a sophisticated 
eye for young comic talent. In 
the lead roles, as best friends, it 
places heavy Jonah Hill and 
slim and watchful Michael 
Cera, who at 19 already has 
unique comic timing and a mas- 
terful, dry delivery. Seth (Hill) 
and Evan (Cera) are approach- 
ing the end of senior year with- 
out having had a_ great 
romance. 

They're bemoaning their lot 
in life, and then an opportunity 
comes their way. They're invit- 
ed to a party. The only hitch is 
that they're entrusted with buy- 
ing all the liquor for the party, 
and neither of them has a fake 
ID. Most of "Superbad" tells the 
story of their efforts to buy the 
liquor and get to the party. 
Sounds simple enough. It isn't 

To make the purchase, 
they're forced to deal with the 
one guy they would not want to 
involve, the incredibly nerdy 
Fogell 


Rogen and Bill Hader show 
up as a pair of small-town cops 
who are no more mature than 
the high school boys, and they 
take Fogell under their wing as 
their best buddy. Underlying 
"Superbad" is anxiety about the 
future. Soon Seth and Evan will 
be going off to different col- 
leges, and they know their 
friendship will never be the 
same again.
